The latest summary of the church 
union situation, as given by Mr. Brown 
who has just returned from Toronts, 
show that of the votes cast 95,799 
were for union and 100,306 were 
against, giving an actual majority 
against in the Dominion of 4597. 600 
congregations have now declared their 
intention to remain with the Presby- 
terian Church. New Brunswick and 
Manitoba begin their vote in June, 
and it is estimated that when the 
‘total vote is completed there will he 
at least 125,000 members who will 
have recorded their vote against the 
proposed church union, and when the 
congregations and minorites are or- 
ganized there will be approximately 
900 congregations with which to begin 
the reorganization of the continuing 
Presbyterian'Church. The refusal of

As a result of 200 letters sent out to 
prominent Ontario doctors, it was 
found that 140 out of 200 did not pres- 
cribeliquors during the flu epidemic. 
In the past, a bottle of brandy was 
kept in every train caboose, to be 
used in case of accident. This is not 
done any more. In fact there is a 
heavy fine imposed on any employee 
who gives liquors as first aid in case 
of railway accidents.

PROGRESS OF THE RED MAN 


The phrase, “Lo, the poor Indian!” 
is going out of date, judging by recent 
progress of the Red men in farming. 
Continued prosperity and advance- 
ment is reported by the Canadian De- 
partment of Indian A‘fairs. The hope 
is even held that eventually they will 
become self-supporting. This probably 
refers more to the plains Indians than 
to those in wooded country, where 
the uncertainties of hunting will lead 
them to lean for some time on Govern- 
ment assistance. The paying of treaty 
money has long been an annual event 
of importance, but if the Indian taste 
in luxuries grows like that of the 
white races the treaty grants will 
doubtless fail to meet the needs of 
the higher ruling prices. The love of 
shining trinkets has not been lost 
since the days when Cartier and 
Champlain first wrangled the In- 
dians’ rich furs for a few glass beads. 

The Indians this year sowed 70,000 
acres of land, and a crop of 1,250,000 
bushels ig estimated. There was an 
increase of 6,000 head in cattle held 
by the Indians in the ‘West, a fitting 
sequel to the winning of first and 
third prizes by Indians last year for 
cattle received at the Winnipeg Stock 
Yards. On the Blood Reserve the In- 
dians have been moved to ‘the south- 
ern area to secure the benefit of better 
soil. During the past two years these 
Indians have spent over $100,000 in 
additional equipment.

Victoria, B.C., March 26.—Every per 
son in British Columbia must be vac- 
cinated forthwith or produce to medi- 
cal health officers of the various cit- 
fes and municipalities proof of suc 
cessful vaccination within two years, 
according to the regulations adver.

to be greatly simplified, and the argu- 
ment in favour of a tariff would be 
much stronger. Unfortunately there 
does not seem to be any means of 
forcing the manufacturer to keep his 
prices at such a level unless a system 
of government control of prices were 
to be introduced, as it was during the 
war to some extent. That is possible, 
but not easy, and the instinct of our 
people seems to be against constant 
government interference with trade. 
At the same time it is to be pointed 
out that a tariff of any kind is in 
itself a government interference with 
trade, and it seems logical and reason- 
able that if manufacturers demand 
from the Government privileges in the 
form of tariff protection, they must 
admit also the equivalent right of the 
Government to prevent the abuse of 
such privilege by control of prices 
and profits. 

There are plenty of other complica- 
tions in the matter. Thus, the pro- 
tected trade may flourish greatly 
through capturing the home market. 
The employees noting this prosperity, 
may demand greatly increased wages 
and the employer naturally enough 
will try to pay these higher wages by 
increasing the price to the public, who 
therefore suffer once again. 

The ideal system would seem to be 
something of this kind; a ttariff is put 
on to protect the Canadian manufac- 
turer and at the same itime it is pro- 
vided that if that manufacturer raises 
his prices ‘to the public beyond the 
level at which they would stand with- 
out the tariff, then the tariff is at 
once removed, and the foreign manu- 
factured articles are allowed in free 
to the Canadian market. The diffi- 
culty here would seem to be that con- 
stant close supervision would be re- 
quired on the part of something like a 
permanent tariff commission along 
the lines of the present Railway Com- 
mission. That might be possible and 
even highly salutary in the public 
interest, but easy to establish and 
maintain it does not seem likely to be. 
It seems to be favoured at the present 
time by both the Liberals and the Con- 
servatives, and therefore it may 
shortly come into existence. Its 
efficiency will then depend probably 
on the members nominated to act on 
it, being given ittheir places on merit 
alone and not for political reasons, 
and on their ability to act with com- 
plete freedom from partfality for any 
interest except that of the people of 
Canada as qa whole.

THE DOMINION BUDGET 


THE IMMIGRATION CONFERENCE 


The recent conference on immigra- 
tion in Edmonton is one more step in 
ageneral policy of awakened interest 
all over Canada in the getting of large 
number of immigrants from Great 
Britain and ‘Northern Europe. The 
question often asked recently whether 
tthe present is a suitable time for 
bringing more immigrants to Canada 
seems to have been answered definite- 
ly in favour of doingso, provided that 
the immigrants are of a suitable type 
and that proper measures are taken 
to help them get settled -when they 
reach Canada. The attitude of Mr. 
Greenfield, the Alberta premier, as 
expressed in more than one speech, 
seems a wise one. It amounts to this, 
that we have resources and facilities 
on asoale sufficient to support a vast- 
ly greater population. At the same 
time we have incurred burdens great- 
er than our sparse population ought 
to have to bear, and only by increas- 
ing greatly the numbers of citizens 
and taxpayers can we reduce the gen- 
eral burden of taxation, and only by 
general co-operation can we get new 
citizens and help them to become suc- 
cessful. 

The speeches at the Edmonton con- 
ference were marked by great optim- 
ism, and there at once lies a danger. 
Speeches and optimism do not make a 
prosperous country. Unless there is 
solid thinking and work behind tthem, 
they make nothing but booms and de- 
pressions, (both thoroughly undesirable 
things, and they may lead people to 
believe that a great deal is being done 
when it is not the case. Careful de- 
tailed proposals are needed, cautious 
estimates, restrained statements. 
What the immigrant needs is not an 
eloquently drawn word picture of a 
radiant future at an indefinite period, 
but a job and a livelihood at the pres- 
ent moment. Those directing the im- 
migration campaign ought to be able 
to tell prospective immigrants accur- 
ately what land or what work igs avail- 
able in each district, what the cost of 
living {s, what markets for produce 
there are, what housing accommoda- 
ition, and all other small details which 
are of vital importance to newcomers 
with limited means. The Canadian 
agencies in Britain in the past have 
been distinctly faulty in this respect. 
They had neither accurate, detailed, 
nor up-to-date information. If is not 
to our credit that by far the best infor- 
mation of this kind in London can be 
got—or could till a year or two ago— 
not at Canadian agencies, but at the 
offices of ithe British Overseas Settle- 
ment Committee, whose information 
and pamphlets are quite excellent. It 
ought not to be possible for an.en- 
quirer at a Canadian Government 
office in London to receive a booklet 
in which are given facts about Red 
Deer (among many other places) 
either years out of date or quite in- 
accurate. Yet such were being dis- 
tributed not long ago with verbal in- 
formation, whose accuracy may be 
tested by the statement that only 
nominal fees are required of anyone 
wishing to qualify as a lawyer in 
Alberta. 

If we are to get our new immigrants 
and make a success of them, we must 
realise that conferences and optimis- 
‘tic speeches ate the easiest part of a 
none-too-easy ttask. The real work is 
to be done with less noise and more 
effort. 


The Budget introduced into the 
Dominion House of Commons last 
week is a quite commonplace and un- 
exciting one. It makes hardly any 
important changes in the tariff and 
practically none in taxation. Perhaps 
its most notable feature is the propos- 
ed setting up of a board of advisers to 
consider tariff and other trade prob- 
lems. This may become aq really valu- 
able body giving expert advice to the 
Government on all sorts of questions, 
but its value will inevitably depend on 
the itype of man appointed. [If it is 
looked at from a merely party stand- 
point, and if appointments are made 
merely as a teward for party services 
and withowt regard to qualifications 
of experience and education, then the 
Board will be little more than an added 
and useless expense to the country. 
If, however, the hest economists and 
business men of the country are ap- 
pointed, especially if they are men 
not identified with any party in poli- 
tics and are possessed of the ability 
to weigh impartially conflicting argu- 
ments and interests, then the Board 
may do excellent work. The Con- 
servative party has already indicated 
that it Is in ‘favor of the setting up 
of some such body. Its efforts now 
ought to be directed to securing if 
possible that such conditions of ap- 
pointment to tthe Board should be 
laid down as will lead to the getting 
of first-rate men on a basis of itenure 
in their appointments which will make 
them independent of the temporary 
favour of whatever government hap- 
pens to be in power from time to

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT 


OF AGRICULTURE 


Evidence of improved conditions in 
the agricultural industry of the pro- 
vince is contained in the various re- 
ports which go to make up the annual 
review of the operations of the De 


‘partment of Agriculture, which were 


nresented for the year 1924 to the 
Legislature by the Minister, Hon, Geo. 
Hoadley, on ‘Monday. ae 

As has been previously reported, 
the total value of all agricultural pro- 
duction for the last year is estimated 
at $217,447,808:23, as compared with 
$209,194,100 for 1923. 

Report of the Deputy Minister 

Deputy Minister, H. A. Craig, in his 
report, comments on ithe prosperous 
conditions resultant from the higher 
prices, in spite of the lower yields. 
He comments on the fact that very 
little feeding of beef cattle was under- 
taken this season, but the indications 
were now that those who had under- 
taken this would be reasonably well 
rewarded He comments particularly 
on the splendid growth of the dairy in- 
dustry, but declares that the greatest 
weakness of the industry at present 
is the low average production of the 
dairy cows of the province. Improve- 
ment in this direction is to be effected 
most rapidly and economically by the 
use of purebred dairy sires on the 
present foundation stock. 

Many Silos Now 

Great improvement, says the Deputy, 
has been made in the matter of winter 
feed for dairy cows. ‘There are be- 
tween 2,500 and 3,000 silos in the 
province, mest of which have been 
erected within the past five years. 
This means qa steady advance in the 
line of winter dairying. 

Bacon Hogs 

There has not been the progress in 
the bacon hog industry that is desired, 
states Mr. Craig. The number of 
select hogs going to market thas not 
materially increased during the year 
and is very low in comparison to the 
number of thick -smooths and other 
grades. “The principle of the bacon 
hog production is sound, declares Mr. 
Craig, but he urged the wisdom of a 
careful review of the whole question 
of method, offering the assistance and 
co-operation of the provincial depart- 
ment in bringing about any improve- 
ment in this direction. 

Oriental Cattle Trade 

Mr. Craig reports upon his efforts 
to establish the cattle trade with 
Japan, and of the success of the gov: 
ernment in getting the ocean rate per 
head reduced from $100 to $37.50, stat- 
ing that it is hoped that the rate will 
be further reduced to $35 before long. 
Mr. Craig speaks of the several ship- 
ments of distinct possibility of de- 
veloping a considerable trade in this 
direction, and also in other commo 
dities. 

Report on Grasshopper Campaign 

Z. Miclimoyle, Assistant Deputy Min- 
ister, gives a review of the grass- 
hopper campaign in the years 1922, 
1928 and 1924. After reviewing in de- 
tail the extensive campaign to elimin- 
ate the pest in 1922 and 1923, the re- 
port shows that the total amount 
spent ‘by the government during the 
five years from 1920 to 1924 inclusive 
was $845,413.02. Of this a_ total 
of $353,24%49 has been collected from 
municipalities, and $86,094.44 is still 
outstanding. There is material on 
hand valued at $60,000, so that the 
total net cost to the government for 
the five yearg to date has been $346, 
075.09. Returns from questionaires 
sent out show that in the two years of 
1922-1923 when the pest was so bad, 
the saving of crop affected was esti- 
mated at $22,000,000. 

Mr. MclImoyle also reports on the 
removal of settlers from the dry areas. 
In 1923, 143 settlers with 217 carg of 
effects were moved to Alberta points 
and 101 settlers with 159 cars of ef- 
fects moved into Saskatchewan. The 
cost to the Alberta government was 
$10,000 or approximately $41 per set- 
tler moved. Those moving out in 
1923 to other Alberta points found lo- 
cations mostly north of Calgary. In 
1924 to December, 417 settlers with 
726 cars of effects were moved, many 
ofthem securing second locations in 
the irrigated districts or in other 
parts of Southern Alberta. Under the 
arrangements with respect to second 
homesteads 84 settlers have secured 
certificates for these. 

Livestock Conditions 

In reporting on the cattle sales, Mr. 
Carlyle, Livestock Commissioner, stat- 
es that the price of purebred cattle 
has not improved a great deal during 
the year, but the priceg for bulls of the 
beef breeds have been more satisfac- 
tory. The prices realized at the various 
bull sales were improved over 1923. 
There is a strong demand for dairy 
stock. 

The sheep industry, says Mr. Car- 
lyle, is in better shape than that of 
other classes of stock. 

There has been a large increase in 
the production of hogs, ‘but the produc- 
tion of bacon hogs, as has been stated, 
is disappointingly low. 

Export of Livestock 

The statistics with respect to the ex- 
pont of livestock from the province 
during the year show tthat 12.783 hors- 
es were exported, and 195,207 cattle. 
Shipments bet'ween local points with- 
in the province totalled 5,618 horses 
and 106,456 cattle. 

The Dairy Industry 

The repont' of the Dairy Commis 
sioner, Mr. Marker, reviews the very 
satisfactory state of the dairy indus 
try of ithe province, and bears witness 
to the greatly improved quality of 
cream and butter as a result of the 
cream grading service initiated two 
years ago. It also dwells on the in 
creased production and ithe rapidly 
frowing volume of export creamery 
butter. The exports of butter via ithe 
Panama continue to increase, the ex- 
ports by this route in 1923 being 4,000 
packages of 56 Tbs. each, while in 
1924 the shipments by this route three 
firms alone totalled 13,721 packages. 

There are now 89 creameries oper- 
ating compared with 75 in 1923. There 
were 12 cheese factories in operation 

The total creamery butter produc- 
tion was 21.5100.000 Ibs. compared 
with 17,800,000 Ibs. in 1923, and ithe 
cheese production was 1,675,000 Tbs., 
a slight decrease from the previous 
year. A total of 1,738,993 Ibs., or 
about 8 percent. of the total produc- 
tion, was marketed through the gov 
ernment’s co-operating marketing ser 
vice. This is the greatest amount 
marketed through this service since 
1920. 

Poultry Industry 

The value of poultry in AlBerta 13 
now $4.488.040, according to the report 
of the Poultry Commissioner, J. H. 
Hare. Alberta now stands second 
among all the provinces with refer- 
ence to the number of poultry on 


province being 80, compared with 
ada’s ‘average of 63.9. 
«Egg. exports -grew: 33 \per cent dur. 
ing 1924.) °°.Three years-ago Alberta 
was almost entirely. an © importing 
province .with respect to eggs,’ but 
last year it exported more than 60,000 
cases of eggs, or 133 carloads,” 

During the year the egg and: poultry 
marketing service of the government 
had one of the most successful years 
in its history, marketing a total of 
17,860 cases of eggs, and 750,298 Ibs. 
of poultry. 

Game Commissioner’s Report 

The report of Game Commissioner 
Lawton shows that his department 
collected in 1924 $130,276.15 in rev 
enue, which provided a surplus of 
$101,834.56 over the cost of operating 
the branch. Improved methods of col- 
Ieating the fur tax brought $35,000 
more than in 192% <A total of nearly 
20,000 licences:and' permits of various 
kinds were issued during the year. 

Fleld Crops and Seed Fair 

The report of the Field Crops Com- 
missioner, W. J. Stephen, deals with 
field crop competitions, seed — fair, 
operation of the seed plant, the weed 
campaign and the school fairs. Field 
crop and farm competitions were held 
at three points and plowing matches 
at four points . 

Pxcellent results were accomplished 
during the year on weed eradication, 
14 supervisors being in the field dur- 
ing the season. 

In 1924 the provincial seed plant 
handled and marketed 67,903 bushels 
of pure seed grain, and the indications 
were that in the 1924-1925 season al- 
most as much would be shandled, in 
spite of tthe shortage of high-class 
seed production. 

In 1924 there were 125 school ‘airs 
held, with approximately 185,000 en. 
tries, showing the ‘keen interest taken 
in these fairs. 

Provincial Veterinarian 

The report of the Provincial Veter- 
inarian, Dr. Talbot, reviews the ‘ex- 
perimental work in connection with 
contagious abortion and steriHty in 
cattle, and goitre. With respect to 
bovine tuberculosis, Dr. Talbot refers 
to the work being done by the Re- 
search Council which was named by 
Hon. Mr. (Hoadley some time ago in 
this connection, and which is now 
taking up the experiments with the 
Calmette culture. 


Demonstration Farms 


Donald Douglas, Director of Demon- 
stration Farm's, reports that crops on 
the various government farms this 
year were rather light, owing to 
drought conditions, but on one or 
two of tha farms good yields “were 
obtained. Alfalfa has been grown 
successfully on tthree of the farms in 
large acreages. Corn and sweet clov 
er have also been grown successfully. 
The disposal of the Stony Plain and 
Athabasca farms led to the transfer- 
ence of the stock to the other farms. 
The farm herds have all done welt 
during the year. The report gives de- 
tails of the steer-feeding experiments. 


Women’s Extension Service 


Miss Jessie MacMillan, Director of 
Women’s @xtension Service, reports 
that short course work among the 
women’s organizations in the pro- 
vince has grown fifty per cent., while 
there has been a decrease in_ the 
single demonstration lecture. There 
was a total attendance of 11.790 at all 
short courses, and 945 at! demonstra- 
tion-lectures.+;Miss MacMillan states 
that there has been a great appreci- 
ation by the women's organizations of 
the work carried on by the branch. 


Publicity Work 


The report of the Publicity Commis, 
stoner, © G. Groff, outlines the ac- 
tivities of the publicity. motion ‘pic- 
ture, Statistios, and exhibits branches 
during the year. Considerable general 
publicity was done chiefly In connec- 
tion with Wembley, including the com- 
piling of sets of motion pictures on 
Alberta for display in the old Jand, 
and the supply of exhibit material for 
tthe Alberta portion of the Canadian 
exhibit. Considerable advertising in 
British publications was also done 
during the exhibition. A total of 
60,000 of the new Alberta handhook 
has been distributed, as well as a 
mass of other literature. In the 
educational work in connection wiih 
motion pictures. a total of 390 reels 
were in circulation for short course 
work among the farmers. 

Schools of Agriculture 


The report of the Olds School of 
Agriculture shows a total enrolment 
for the 124-25 term of 1:91, the largest 
in its history. The report of the 
Claresholm school shows a total enrol- 
ment of 85. There is also a report 
from the Vermilion Schoo! of Agricul 
ture in connection with the British 
hovs in training there. numbering 60. 
This makes the total enrolment at 
the three schools of agriculture for 
the 1924-25 iterm to the 336. 

An extensive report of the opera- 
tions of the college of agriculture is 
also submitted by Dean Howes. 

Soil Survey 

With the report of the Department 
of Agriculture was also tabled the re- 
port of Dr. Wyatt, of the faculty of 
Agriculture, on tthe soil survey of the 
Macleod district.

yesterday, brought ‘out a large num- 
ber of farmers as well as dealers, and 
agreat many:whohadiieome expecting 
to purchase horses for the spring work 
went away without. securing what 
they wanted. Those dn charge of the 
sale, which .was contributed to solely 
by. TIocal farmers, are to be congratu- 
lated on the fine lot of heavy horses 
offered. © 

There were in all 75 head of horses 
sold, which brought the sum ~ of 
$5,884.50. The first 125 horses through 
the ring made an average of $101 
per head. The highest price paid for 
an individual team was $3850, paid 
by Mell Sheppard of Rimbey. The 
largest individual buyers were Welton 
and Whitworth, of Lacombe, $920; 
William S. McKinnon, of Olds, $695; 
L. Pipe, of Halkirk, $435; (H. A. Day, 
of Lacombe, $480; local farmers 
around Lacombe, Red Deer, Clive, 
Alix, Blackfalds, and Rimbey. getting 
the balance, there being in all forty 
purchasers. 

Some 32 contributors furnished the 
horses for the sale. Several outside 
dealers were noticed in the crowd, but 
they were unable to break in on the 
bidding, which was very brisk. The 
auctioneer, ‘Clarence F. Damron, of 
Bentley, was at ‘his very best, and 
kept the horses moving through the 
ring, disposing of the whole 75 head 
in just three hours. 

The officers in charge of the sale, 
Jack Mackenzie, president; Marshall 
Douglas, vicespresident; and the sec- 
retary, Jesse Fraser, express them- 
selves as entirely satisified with the re- 
sult, and say just watch the Lacombe 
sale next year, now that an annual 
event is anticipated: The contributors 
are shown that where their horses are 
in good flesh and fitted up, they will 
bring the desired prices. 


ASCHOOL GROUNDS 
COMPETITION 


A competition in the ornamental 
planting of rural school grounds is be- 
inginaugurated by the Canadian Hor- 
ticultural Council. The purpose of 
the competition is to encourage ithe 
planting of such ornamental and 
hardy shrubs as will not’ suffer for 
lack of attention during the vacation 
period. The abundance of native 
shrubbery available locally in many 
parts of the Dominion and the finer 
things, equally as hardy, obtainable 
from the nurserymen, give encourage- 
ment to the Council and tne promise 
of a charming transformation in the 
school grounds of the country. 

The competition, though Dominion- 
wide, is divided provincially. Nine 
silver icups have ‘been secured for 
award in each province to the rural 
school accomplishing the greatest 
degree of beautification in its grounds 
during the year. The cup will be- 
come the property of the school win- 
ning it three times, not necessarily in 
succession. With each cup the Coun- 
cil will also give an award of merit 
certificate, which may be framed and 
kept by the school as a permanent 
record. 

To enter the competition the 
schools are required to submit a 
photo of the building and grounds and 
an application of entry to tthe chair- 
man of the provincial committee or to 
Mr. L. F. Burrows, ‘Secretary of the 
Canadian Horticultural ‘Council at 
Ottawa. Details of the competition, 
which willbe conducted under the im- 
mediate charge of the provincial De- 
partment of Education, was avail- 
able from the Secretary of the Cana- 
dian Horticultural Council at Ottawa, 
of from any of the following chair- 
men of provincial committees: British 
Columbia, Prof. F. &. Buck, Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, Vancouver;
